Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Larson faxed a set of proposed amendments directed to claims 
1, 12, and 16 (independent claims). The examiner agreed that the proposed amendments to claims 1 and 16 would 
read over the Demarco reference alone, because the new claims 1 and 16 include the limitation of the first slot 
configured to reciprocated substantially linearly, and moves substantially linearly, respectively. Demarco shows a 
device having slots, but as clearly shown in Figure 2, the slots 56 and 64 rotate about pin 46/P1, and so must travel in 
a circular path rather than a substantially linear path. Claim 12 would read over Demarco if further amended to include 
the limitation "mounted to the door frame including a slot configured", otherwise, the second engagement means could 
be anticipated by the roller pins 34 of Demarco. Mr. Larson agreed to the addition of this limitation into claim 12. No 
agreement to allowability was reached, and it was noted that a further search would be required to determine if 
allowable subject matter exists. 
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
